1. The Inspector Ocneral he* recently completed « surrey of the Agency's 
Regulatory System and submitted hla reoomr u au datto oa for ha Improved* ot t 
In reepooae to these recommendations 1 hare addressed* memorandum to the 
Executive Director-Comptroller, Inspector General, Cgnerpl Couneel, aad the 
other Deputy Director* requesting the perttdpetloe of Mr representative* to 
a Committee oe Regulatory Xaaueeoee under the daalr tnaa a hlp of the Assists* 
Deputy Director ler Support. The Committee will consider policy tonovattene 
or ehangee before they are injected Into tbe regulatory prootss in order that 
significant policy Uauoa may bo roeolvod aad (ha policy agreed upon by tbe 
Commltte* can be lnaorperatod into the regulations before they are ee orrHrwt e ri 

2. In reepeoae to ether reosnusoodatioes, (he following proceferee wlU be 
Implemented. Tbe initiator of any regulatory lseuanee will h e oc tfo tt h submit 

U directly to my office ee soon ee It baa been drafted to hit satisfaction with- 
out attempting to get agreement Item ocher interested effioee or Directorates, 
fat making the submission the need for the issuance should Be explain e d sod 
Justified, any new pellcy or p r oposed change to existing policy should be 
highlighted, aad any issue which tbe Initiator may expect to be contr o ver sial 
should be identified. Proposal! win be re vi e wed In my office for e determination 
of need for tha Issuance aad evaluation of tha policy implications. If there are 
policy Implications, the Issue* wiU be pr os sa t ed to the Committe e ee Reg ul a ti on s 
for consideration before tbe proposed lseuanee la circulated for the normal 
coordination processing. Tbe Initiator will be represented at tbe Co mmitt ee 
meeting when hie p r op os al , is befog d iscu ssed. After foe C o mmitt e e has agreed 
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upon the policy which should be adopted by the Agency, the proposed issuance 
will be revised to incorporate the policy guidance offered by die Committee's 
conclusion#. The proposal will then be coordinated with other interested 
Support Offices and circulated for the normal coordination processing. Proposed 
issuance# where there are no apparent ox potential policy problems will be 
coordinated as soon as possible after they are received. Realistic deadlines 
for completion of the coordination process will be established. If any of die 
coordinators are unable to comply with die deadli ne, they may submit requests 
for exception to me through the Committee member concerned. 

3. Essentially, the Inspector General’s survey considers that the A,jency 
Regulatory System is a good one. The principal criticism levied against ft 
relates to the time required to prepare, coordinate, and publish proposals, 
ft is expected that die effective use erf the Committee and processing procedure 
described above will serve to expedite processing appreciably through the more 
direct approach of highlighting and resolving polic y Issues before they ara 
injected into the regulatory process. In mom: caesu ft is anticipated that the 
original submission of regulatory Issuances will suffice and the need to return 
proposals for further review and refinement will lie minimal. 
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
